tial nature, will pet haps be proſccured and carried on in 
ſome parts of the World, under the Canſtcllxtion betore nam- 
cd, wiz, Gemini : at, or about thoſe times, namly, 4#42:/t, or 
beginning of September : if nor ſome very turious ations by 
the Sword, and much Blood-ſhed, or Bartails, and ſlaugh- 
rer of people : for Mars being now, viz, at this Autumnal Is 
greſs, in the $th, Houſe of heaven : which is called Domus 
Morts, he doth thereby in ſome meaſure detlare, the death 
or deltru&ion of many Soldicrs. and great Commanders :
